i trict embracing a total of approxi- 
mately 32,000 acres. 

This would include, as a major 

'unit, the rural area of El Dorado! 
Irrigation District and, in addition. | 
approximately 1,000 acres on the 
| South side of the county. It would 
‘not include Placerville, nor settled | 
, communities such as Smith Flat or 
| Camino. 
; George H. Volz, who as chairman 
;0f the county Agricultural Conser- 
vation Association presided at the 
meeting, announced that petitions | 
asking for the formation of such a 
district will be in circulation early 
next week. 

These will require the signatures 
of twenty-five per cent of the land 


owners of the district who also re- | 
| present twenty-five per cent of the 


land. 

Steps to be taken to further the 
formation of the district then in- 
clude certification of the petitions by 
the County Assessor for presenta- 
tion to the Board of Supervisors. It 
is hoped that the petitions may be 
before the board at their August 


In the event of the board’s ap- 
proval of the petitions, they then go 
to the State Soil Conservation Com- 
mittee and, if approved by them, 
they return to the Board of Super- 
visors who are then empowered to 
call an election on the question of 
whether a Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict, whose certain boundaries will ;

Protection From Flies 

Flies breed in filth and their 
hairy legs carry innumerable germs.

“AND SOLOMON slept with 
his fathers. and was buried in the 
city of David his father and 
Rehoboam his son reigned in his 
stead.’ 

Thus ended last week's lesson 
Rehoboam went down to Shechem 
to be crowned. and many went 
there to see the crowning Now. 
as soon as Solomon was dead. 
many of the prominent men sent 
to Egypt whence Jeroboam had 
fled. You remember. of course. 
how the prophet. Ahijah. had told 
him he would rule over ten tribes 


of Israel if he would promise to | 


walk in the way of the Lord The 
Israelites wanted him to be their 
leader. 

Jeroboam came and led a depu- 
tation to call on Rehoboam and 
ask him what he would do for 
them. “Thy father made our yoke 
grievous’ now therefore make 
thou the grievous service of thy 
father. and his heavy yoke which 
he put upon us, lighter. and we 
will serve thee." they told him. 
This was Rehoboam's chance to 
right the wrongs that had been 
inflicted on his People by King 
Solomon in the latter days of his 
rule. At that time he asked for 
more time to think the matter 
Over and consult his advisers “De- 
part yet for three days, then come 
again to me." he said, and they

Calls Father’s Counsellors 


..Then Rehoboam called together 
the men who had been his fa- 
ther’s counsellors, and asked them 
what answer he should give to the 
people. Their answer was: “If thou 
wilt be a servant unto this people 
this day, and wilt serve them. and 
answer them, and speak good 
words to them, then they wil} be 
thy servants forever.” 

Rehoboam had not inherited any 
of his father’s wisdom, for this 
advice did not satisfy him and he 
called together the young men 
who had 


swer the people in that way when 
they came to him on the third 
day, as he had said. You can 
imagine how angry they were, and 
how they went away storming, 
saving. “What portion have we in 
David? neither have we inheri- 
tance in the son of Jesse: to your 
tents. O Israel now see to thine 
own house, David” Meaning that 
David's descendant was nothing 
to them. and they would go home 
and refuse to be ruled by Reho- 
boam And so it was that Reho- 
boam lost ten of the tribes of 
Israel and had only one left. the 
tribe of Judah. for when he sent 
a man by the name of Adoram to 
collect tribute from his subjects. 
thev stoned and killed him. so that 
Rehoboam got into his chariot and 
fled to Jerusalem “A man's pride 
shall bring him low,” says our 
Golden Text and indeed it is so
